MOSCOW, Dec. 25—The Com- 
munist Party exhorted the So- 
viet people Monday night to 
eliminate bureaucracy and _ in- 
efficiency in order to increase 
their standard of living. 

The party’s powerful policy- 
making Central Committee end- 
ed a closed door session in the 
..remlin with a 4,000-word an- 
nounce:nent that dashed hopes 
for a spectacular “new deal” in 
either consumer goods produc- 
tion or in the Kremlin's foreign 


- policy. 
If the Central Committee 
reached any such important 


decisions it did not mention 
them in a communique, The 
possibility remained, however, 
that the real decisions of the 
session, if any, would be an- 
‘nounced at a later date. 

According to one unconfirmed 
report the Central Committee 
decided to meet again in Jan- 
uary to take up the thorny prob- 
lems of its satellite relations 
and foreign policy. : 

The Central Committee an- 
nounced no personnel changes 
in the Kremlin leadership. 
Dmitri Shepilov was released 
from his duties as one of the 
eight secretaries of the Centra! 
Committee to devote his full 
time to his job as Foreign Minis- 
ter. 

The announcement made no 
mention of any report by Com- 
munist Party boss Nikita Khru- 
shchev but no significance was 
attached to this. The commu- 
nique covered only national 
economy and any report by 
Khrushchev would have been 
on party matters. 

Soviet Premier Nikolai PBul- 
ganin delivered a report on‘ lue 


Problems of Improving the 
Direction of the National wcono- 
ny.” 


The Contral Committee sent 
back to the Supreme Soviet the 
Sixth Five Year Plan which it 
approved a year ago for. recon: 
sideration and revision during 
the first half of 1957. It omit- 
ted some quotas as too high and 
ordered a cutback in the build- 
ing of new industrial plants in 
some areas. 

The Central Committee blam- 
ed mismanagement, poor plan- 
ning and improper ailociaton 
for “urgent problems and ser}- 
ous deficiences” which it ad- 
mitted have arisen in many 
fields. 

The Committee admitted the 

1956 State plan was not fulfilled 
in coal, metal, cement, lumber 
and housing. 
' Nor were fresh funds allocat- 
ed to heavy industry for. the 
production of consumer goods 
but the Central Committee said 
it was necessary “to find pos- 
sivilities for allocating addition- 
al funds for housing canstruc- 
tion.” 

It said one of its main aims 
was “the improvement of the 
well-being of the Soviet people” 
but ruled practically. in . the 
same breath that heavy indus- 
try will have over-all priority. 


Mindszenty Holds 
Mass at Legation 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 25 (AP)— 
Hungarians, Catholics and Pro- 
testants, filled churches Tues- 
day for Christmas Day services 
and the nation’s most famous 
priest, Joseph Cardinal Minds- 
zenty, celebrated Mass in the 
United States Legation where 
he has been a refugee since the 
Nov. 4 Russian attack on Buda- 
pest. 
Only 23 people attended the 
Cardinal’s Mass at 9 a.m. In the 
front seat was his frail 82-year- 
old mother, dressed in black and 
wearing a peasant’s shawl, She 
also attended his Christmas Eve 
midnight Mass in the legation.

Hungarian refugees celebrated 
their first American Christmas 
Tuesday aboard President Eisen- 
hower’s personal plane, the 
Columbine, 

The 21 escapees from com- 
munism, eight adults and 13 
children, boarded the aircraft at 
Munich Monday and landed here 
less than 18 hours later. 

Six other planes brought 360 
Hungarian refugees here during 
the night.

Cen- 
tral Sumitra fell to a similar 
coup under the leac«rship of 
Lt. Col. Achmat Hussein one 
day earlier. At the same 
time, the Navy Information 
Department Tuesday denied 
press reports that the Navy 
would order warships to 
North Sumatra to quell the 
revolt, It reiterated that no 
Navy or Air Force planes 
would’ be put into action 
against the North Sumatra 
rebels.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
25 (INS)—Two United Nations 
officials are scheduled to leave 
for Egypt late Tuesday to try 
to untangle the snarl that has 
developed over clearance work 
on the blocked Suez Canal. 

The two men are leaving in 
the wake of the disclosure that 
Egypt has demanded in the 
U.N, that Britain, France and 
Israel pay for invasion and 
bombing damages in the Arab 
country. , 

Clearing the canal of block 
ships has been .stalled because 
of Egypt's refusal to allow use 
of Anglo-French crewmen to 
work on salvage vessels.

U.S. Holiday Toll 
Increases to 618 


CHICAGO, Dec. 25 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Roads were jammed with’a 
crush of travelers Tuesday in 
what is almost certain to be the 
nation’s deadliest Christmas 
holiday on the highways, 

The traffic death toll continu- 
ed its alarming climb, despite 
urgent and repeated. safety 
pleas and a full-scale crackdown 
by police on traffic violators, 

It appeared certain the final 
four-day holiday count, which 
ends at midnight today, will 
exceed the 660 fatalities estimat- 
ed by the National Safety Coun- 
cil. A United Press count show- 
ed 505 persons killed in traffic 
since Friday. Another 30 per- 
sons were killed in fires, nine in 
plane crashes and 74 in miscel- 
laneous mishaps for a holiday 
death total of 618. 

California's traffic toll was 
the nation’s worst with 652 
killed. Illinois was second with 
38, followed by Texas with 32, 
Michigan 28, Ohio 26, North 
Carolina 25 and New York 22. 

The previous all-time holiday 
highway fatality record was set 
last Christmas when the Na- 
tional Safety Council reported 
609 deaths,

On the other hand, supply of 
crude oil from the _ troubled 
Middie East would slack be- 
cause of the tanker shortage 
and’ skyrocketing tanker rates. 

The import schedule for oil by 
the’ petroleum industry has 
been thrown into confusion 
with the result that oil refining 
activities have been hampered. 

It said the rise in tanker rates 
will inevitably increase petro- 
leum prices in the future but 
price hike might be eased some- 
what with an increase in oil 
_ production and rationalization of 
industry by oil companies. 

Present tanker rates are so 
high, however, that oil com- 
panies will not be able to bring 
down prices for a while, the sur- 
vev said.

In Elizabeth’s Message 


SANDRINGHAM, England, 
Dec. 25 (AP)—Queen Elizabeth 
Il Tuesday appealed for a “true 
refuge” for people all over the 
world who've been driven from 
their homes by war or vio- 
lence. 

The 30-year-old sovereign 
read her annual Christmas 
message from a desk on the 
ground floor study of her coun- 
try home here in bleak Norfolk 
country, 100 miles northeast of 
London, 

“Particularly on this, day of 
the family festival,” said the 
Queen, “let us remember those 
who—like the Holy Family 
before them—have been driven 
from their home by war or 
violence. 

“We call them ‘refugees.’ 
“Let us give them a true re- 
fuge. Let us see that for them 


and their children there is 
room at the inn,” 
In an adjoining room sat 


other members of the Royal 
Family—with the exception of 
the Queen's husband, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. They listened to 
the message over the radio. 

The Duke was in the South 
Pacific aboard the Royal yacht 
Brittania on a tour of British 
Commonwealth countries. 

“If my husband cannot be at 
home on Christmas Day,” said 
the Queen, “I could not wish 
for a better reason than that he 
should be traveling in other 
parts of the Commonwealth.” 

Queen Elizabeth said it was 
“sad” to be separated from the 
Duke at this time of the year 
and they both looked forward 
“to the moment when we shall 
again be together.”

78,582 Hoodlums 
Nabbed During ’56 


The Police Agency announced 
Tuesday that 78,582 hoodlums, 
the highest number throughout 
the prewar and postwar years, 
were arrested during this year. 

In its White Paper on Crimes 
issued Tuesday, the Police 
Agency said that the number of 
crimes’ committed during 1956 
totaled 1,478,202 or an increase 
of 7,533 over that of the previ- 
ous year. 

It said that homicides totaled 
2,696 cases, a decrease of about 
10 per cent as compared with 
that of the preceding year. 

The announcement revealed, 
however, that the number of 
burgiary and murder cases in- 
creased by two over the pre- 
vious year’s 166 cases. y 

Armed robbery cases totaled 
5,644 or a drop of 234 cases as 
compared with the previous 
year, the announcement said. 

Arson cases decreased by 183 
as compared with the 1,922 of 
the previous year, while rape 
totaled 4,062 casses .showing a 
slight increase over the previ- 
ous year. 

The survey also indicated that 
thefts totaled 1,075,000 or an in- 
crease Of 1.7 per cent over the 
previous year,

Unrest Said © 
Prevailing 
In N.Vietnam 


HONGKONG, Dec. 25 (AP)— 
The Communist empire of Ho 
Chi Minh in North Vietnam is 
continuing to rumble with per- 
sisting reports of scattered re- 
volts and unrest. 

Newspapers from Hanoi reachi- 
ing Hongkong indicate these up- 
risings are far more widespread 
than previously believed when 
peasants in the northern pro- 
vince of Nghe protested against 
the Reds’ land reform program 
and rose in bloody revolt last 
month, 

The unrest jis being forment- 
ed by students, as well as dis- 
satified peasants. 

The papers disclosed that: 

1, Students of Hanoi Univer- 
sity demonstrated against the 
Communist regime early in Oc- 
tober, while President Ho Chi 
Minh was presiding personally 
over ceremonies opening the 
new school year. 

2. The Hanoi University 
student newspaper Dat Moi 
(The New Earth) concurrently 
carried articles protesting 
against the Communist educa- 
tional policy and demanding 
curricular changes. 

3. Another large-scale de- 
monstration occurred in mid- 
November following the peasant 
uprising, among students at an- 
other “education center” near 
Hanoi. 

Radio Hanoi admitted that 
martial law had to be proclaim- 
ed in Nghe to restore order 
after attempts to placate the 
peasants had failed. 

In the original Nghe upris- 
ings, several thousand farmers 
clashed with Vietminh troops 
from Nov. 11 to 14, This was 
announced by Radio Hanoi, 
which also referred to unspeci- 
fied “other disturbances” 
throughout North Vietnam. 

Two top Communist officials 
in the land reform program had 
been expelled from the Commu- 
nist Party earlier for mistakes 
and “errors” in the plan, 


Malaya Clarifies 
Entry of Japanese 


PENANG, Dec. 25 (AP)— 
Japanese who served in the 
army or occupation or in the oc- 
cupation administration have a 
slim chance of ever returning to 
Malaya, a spokesman of immi- 
gration headquarters here said. 

“Applications from former 
Japanese residents are approved 
only if the Government is abso- 
lutely sure there will be no dan- 
ger to themselves or to the 
country’s security,” he said.

According to a Kyodo report, 
Soviet repatriation officials were 
courteous and told all the re- 
turnees to take good care of 
themselves when bidding good- 
bye at Nakhodka. Meanwhile, 
a 46-year-old Japanese who was 
to return home from Russia on 
the repatriation ship Koan Maru 
attempted suicide and is now 
being hospitalized at Khabaro- 
vsk, it was learned Monday. 


The would-be suicide was 
identified as Taro Yamashiro, 
46, of Ezu City, Shimane Pre- 
fecture. He is a former Japa- 


Yamashiro stabbed himself in 
the chest with a makeshift knife 
last Saturday morning. 

He was with a group of Japa- 
nese leaving the Siberian city of 
Khabarovsk for the port of 
Nakhodka to board the Koan 
Maru, 

A nervous breakdown is said 
to have been the cause of Yama- 
shiro’s attempt on his life. 

Russian authorities have 
promised to return him on his 
recovery. 

Aboard the Koan Maru, now 
moving steadily homeward over 
the Japan Sea, are a total ot 
1,025 repatriates. 

Thirty-five Of them are ill, but 
none is in serious condition, 

There are 22 former generals 
among the group. 

All the returnees are in high 
spirits. They unanimously 
support the statement made by 
representatives of t he group 
that the best souvenir they are 
bringing home from Russia is 
their “heightened national con- 
sciousness” after their 11 years 
of physical and spiritual suffer- 
ing. 

Not a few are reported to 
harbor a secret hatred of the 
Russians. 

Forty-one of the returnees had 
been imprisoned after the no- 
torious Khavarovsk camp riot of 
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last December. Another, a 


imprisoned 10 years for attack- 
ing and injuring a Soviet officer 
maltreating Japanese doing forc- 
ed labor.

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Old Shops of Tokyo 


The oldest toy shop in the 
Asakusa area is Yoshitoku's 
near Asakusa Station, Tokubel 
Yamada, the 10th descendant, 
at 60 looks more like a scholar 
He sells 
dolls of all kinds and sizes as 
well as a variety of battledores. 

According to Yamada the shop 
was first opened there 250 years 
ago. The shop facing the 
street which ran straight to the 
Asakusa shrines was frequent- 
ed by those who visited the 
shrines. With no transporta- 
tion facilities the worshipers 
trekked the long way from Ueno 
to Asakusa. “The toy shops in 
those days were a sort of sou- 
venir shop catering to these 
visitors. The Sensoji Shrine 
being widely patronized by the 
masses toy shops gradually con- 
gregated in that area,” explain- 
ed Yamada, : 

At present there are 210 
wholesale toy shops belonging 
to a unton of dollmakers, of 
which 170 are situated in the 
Asakusa area. No machine is 
used in the making of dolls, so 
the work is done in homes, 
“Doll-making will always remain 
a cottage industry by which 
those living in the downtown 
tenement houses will earn their 
living,” said Yamada, 

With the yearend approach- 
ing toy shops are doing pros- 
perous business in the sale of 
battledores. According to Ya- 
mada the game of battledore 
and shuttlecock has always 
been one of New Year’s games 
particularly popular among 
young girls in the downtown 
area. Battledores in the olden 
days were made of light wood 
with a picture of flowers or 
small girls painted on them. 
They were nearer the size of 
a ping-pong racket. 

The application of “oshiye” 
(a kind of picture made by using 
cloth) was introduced early in 
the 19th century when “ukiyoe” 
became popular. The faces of 
Kabuki actors made of silk 
cloth and stuffed with cotton 
were pasted on the battledore. 
This new device appealed to 
women whose only recreation in 
those days was go to the theater 
to see the Kabuki plays. Actors 
who took the main part in suc- 
cessful plays were made into 
“oshiye” on battledores which 
sold well. 

The “oshiye” was something 
similar to stills. Womenfolk 
collected battledores decorated 
with pictures of their favorite 
Kabuki actors. “But this kind 
of battledores is impractical as 
they are heavy. In a sense bat- 
tledores have become a sort of 
decoration with the result that 
large, expensive ones are made,” 
explained Yamada. 

During the war and a few 
years after the sale of battle- 
dores was small, but with 
stabicr financial conditions in

Ikeda Plans 
Bond Buying 
For Tax Cut 


Finance Minister Hayato Ike- 
da is visualizing the issuance 
of what may be called tax-re- 
duction savings bonds to raise 
funds for home, industrial read 
and harbor construction pro- 
jects, according to Government 
informants. 

To put it simply, the infor- 
mants* said, the bonds would be 
purchased by a taxpayer to an 
amount equalling his tax reduc- 
tion, scheduled to be carried 
out from fiscal 1957, 


For example, a person earn- 


‘ing ¥1 million a year would be 


taxed only ¥50,000 instead of 
¥100,000 as at present, but he 
would have to buy ‘¥50,000 
worth of the bonds. 


Whether Ikeda’s idea will 
materialize still depends on the 
scope of the next fiscal year's 
budget and tax cut and of the 
new Government’s long-range 
economic plan, the informants 
said, 


But, they added, Finance 
Ministry officials are consider- 
ing such bonds as unnecessary 
because there are _ already 
enough revenue sources for the 
fiscal 1957 budget.

Loans in Latin America 
amounted to $72,400,000, a drop 
of about 15 million from the 
volume of the year before.

Now that Prime Minister Tan- 
zan Ishibashi has completed the 
arduous task of selecting a Cabi- 
net that would win the approval 
of warring factions within the 
Liberal-Democratic Party, we 
can begin to form some genera! 
conclusions on future policies 
concerning business, 

First, if any businessmen en- 
tertained the hope that forma- 
tion of a new Government 
would usher in new stability in 
Japanese politics, those hopes 
were clearly dashed during the 
four-day struggle for power in 
the Cabinet. Far from burying 
personal and factional rivalries 
after selection of the Prime Min- 
ister, the conservatives have 
brought them to the surface in 
the course of the Cabinet squab- 
ble. 

Thus, there is no assurance of 
peace on the Japanese political 
scene. Indeed, it is probable 
that intraparty rivalry will be 
just as severe, if not more s0, 
in the future. In attempting to 
please everybody, the Liberal- 
Democrats have pleased nobody. 
The result is a makeshift Cabi- 
net whose life may be merely a 
matter of expediency. 


Possible Change 

These considerations are im- 
portant in discussing future 
business policies, because we 
are confronted with the possi- 
bility that the Cabinet may 
again be changed before long— 
certainly if a general election is 
held next year. | 

Hayato Ikeda, new Finance 
Minister, is the only one of the 
new team who has held a Cabi- 
net portfolio since the war. He 
become Finance Minister in 
1949. Ikeda, who also worked 
long in the Finance Ministry be- 
fore the war, has a conserva- 
tive banker’s approach to mo- 
netary policy. His views in fi- 
nancial matters differ sharply 
from those of Prime Minister 
Ishibashi.

Russia is the second largest 
steel producer this year. Yet 
Russia is turning out less than 
half as much as the U.S. Rus- 
sia’s output is 53,700,000: tons, 
17 per cent of the world total. 
The magazine noted that Russia 
r-~ held that position in each 
of the last 10 years and has 
gained each year.

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Japan’s Foreign Policy 
Japan’s membership in the United Nations, the normal- 


ization of her relations with 


the ‘Soviet Union and the 


formation of the Ishibashi Government present conditions 
which will in any event require Japan to take a new. look 


at her foreign policy. 


Prime Minister Ishibashi in his first press conference 
said his Government would pursue an “independent diplo- 
macy.” He means by this that his foreign policy will not 


be unduly under the influence of other nations. 


Foreign 


Minister Kishi has also declared his intention of review- 
ing the nation’s foreign relations. 


Both the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister, 
however, are not expected to effect drastic changes in 
Javan’s basic policy of adhering to the Charter of the 
United Nations and cooperating positively with the free 


nations. 


The two leaders have, moreover, expressed their 


desire to maintain close relations with the United States. 
They are agreed also on the need to expand trade with Red 
China but they have pointed out they do not intend to 
grant recognition to Peiping in the near future. 

It is thus apparent from their initial statements that 
Prime Minister Ishibashi and Foreign Minister Kishi see 
eye-to-eye on the basic points of the nation’s foreign policy. 


The importance of such 


an agreement goes without 


saying. In the past year, the nation has had the unpleasant 
experience of the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minis- 
ter divided on various aspects of the conduct of foreign 
affairs. There were several instances of conflicting opinions 


being expressed on important policy matters. 


Earlier, 


ex-Prime Minister Yoshida was known to have meddled in 
the operation of the Foreign Ministry. ; 

It is essential to the best interests of the nation that 
a close and cooperative relation be maintained by Prime 


Minister Ishibashi and Foreign Minister Kishi. 


bashi is admittedly weaker 


Mr. Ishi- 
in foreign affairs than in 


economic matters where he is a recognized expert. And 
this all the reason why the two leaders must work closely 
together in steering Japan’s course as a new member of 


the United Nations. 


Mr. Kishi himself, of course. is a novice in the foreign 
field when compared with the seasoned diplomats he mus 
now direct. But he does bring several important factors 
which his predecessors lacked to the post of Foreign Min- 


ister. 


One is that he wields considerable influence as a 


political leader within the Liberal-Democratic Party and 
he is expected to have a strong voice in the Cabinet. This 
should prove useful to the Foreign Ministry in such matters 
as budget allocation among other things. 

Because the new Foreign Minister is the first noncareer 
man to fill this position, he may also be able to bring new 


ideas in keeping with the times. 


We mean by this that 


Mr. Kishi may be able to adapt himself more readily to the 
present trend of direct negotiations among nations at For- 
eign Ministers’ level. It may also be that he will not be 
hampered by prewar prejudices and outlook in conducting 
Japan’s relations with the nations of the world. 


On the other hand, the Ishibashi Cabinet in the dif- 
ficult throes of organization was forced to take on the form 
of a coalition government, although formed by a single 
party. This was a result of the strong insistence made by 


net. 
servative ranks. 


. the various cliques to have their representative in the Cabi- 
Factionalism is thus far from dead within the con- 
Mr. Kishi himself heads one faction which 


still shows signs of resentment over its leader’s close de- 
feat for the party presidency. 

It would be most unfortunate if the conduct of foreign 
affairs should be hampered by intraparty differences, for 
the nation has already had its full of the disgraceful con- 
flicts which came to the fore during the past year when 


diplomatic relations were made a football for domestic 


politics. 


The hope is held also that the new Foreign Minister 
wi:l have full respect for public opinion, both at home ana 
abroed. and will represent the true feelings of the people 
to the world. Because of Japan’s new role as a member 
of the United Nations, she will be called upon to speak out 


on the various issues of international importance. 


The 


Foreign Minister on such occasions must see that the views 
of the people are fully and accurately expressed so that 
other nations will know exactly where Japan stands. 
Japan’s entrance into the United Nations and her new 
relations with the Soviet Union have broadened the field 


for this nation’s diplomatic activities. 


It is thus vital that 


the Ishibashi Government will pursue a wise and sensible 
foreign policy which will receive the support of the people.

the only British

the fighting as it developed.—Editor. 


It was Sunday, the fourth of 
November. For three days 
Budapest had gloried in its 
triumph. But now the storm 
was coming back, The Russians, 
they said. were on their way 


in; and this time in strength. 


All day and all night I had 
resisted the implications of 
these rumors—and more than 
rumors. .I myself early on 
Saturday morning had seen So- 
viet tanks noving into position 
outside Budapest. I had talked 
to a Hungarian staff officer who 
had himself interrogated a cap- 
tured Russian tank commander, 
and the Russian had said that 
the attack was planned for 
dawn on Sunday. 

I had been told a few hours 
earlier by a senior member of 
Nagy’s Government that there 
was no hope. But I still allowed 
myself to hope, in spite of all. 

And now it was Sunday. I got 
back to my hotel, shaken and 
exhausted, at 2 a.m., only a few 
hours before the avalanche be- 
gan. I had a last look at my 
young friends—some 30 wound- 
ed boys—who were quartered in 
an improvised field-hospital in 
the hotel—the Gellert, They 
were all wide awake, And they 
waited for inevitable disaster. 


Hungary Let Down 


They knew the Russians were 
coming back. They did not wish 
to be consoled. They only re- 
gretted that they were not fit 
to fight. I shall never forget 
those young faces, some in their 
very early teens. 

After that I had joined a 
handful of Hungarian intellece 
tuals, who had lost their homes 
and found refuge in the hotel, 
to listen to the BBC news, They 
were the elite of Hungarian cul- 
tural life. The news was chief- 
ly about the Anglo-French ac 
tion in the Middle East, which 
seemed very far away and ir 
relevant. From their bitter but 
restrained comments it was 
clear that they felt that Hun- 
gary had been “let down.” 


At 2:30 a.m. I had a telephone 
call from London—a friend ask- 
ing who was in charge of Hun- 
garian relief—where and-+ to 
whom to send medical supplies. 
ng was the last call from Lon: 

on. 

Though I had hardly slept for 
a fortnight, I could not sleep 
now. Instead, I sat on the bal- 
cony of my room looking out 
over the city, It was a gray 
dawn, With flickering candles 
in the windows, the city was 
deathly quiet—except for the 
agonizing cries of wounded who 
had had to be left unaided, 


Battle Had Begun _—_, 
Then, suddenly, there was the 


rattle and rumble of tracked. 


vehicles. A Hungarian artillery 


_ formation, with medium guns 


and anti-tank guns, was moving 
past to take up defensive posi- 
tions on the southern outskirts 
of the city. It was 3.30. Not 
much longer to wait. Soon the 
skies were flickering with the 
flash of gunfire, and the roar 
of guns shook the air. The 
Battle of Budapest had begun, 

It was a moment of difficult 
decision. The Gellert Hotel, at 
the bottom of Gellert Hill and 
at the western end of the Fe- 
rencz Jozsef Bridge, was one 
of the most vulnerable spots 
in the whole city. My journalis- 
tie colleagues and I decided to 
migrate to the British Legation, 


Wednesday, Dec. 26 
Asahi Shimbun said that the 


Ishibashi Cabinet is aimed at im- 


pleménting Japan’s own diplo- 
matic policy as well as adopt- 
ing positive measures in its eco- 
nomic and fiscal policy. In 
carrying out any policy, Prime 
Minister Ishibashi is called on 
to unify his Cabinet and the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
by exercising controlling power 
on them.

The paper, 
ommenting on the Soviet Com- 
Mist Party’s Central Commit- 
session, said that Premier 
ulganin and other leaders were 
ise enough to admit defects in- 
olved in their country’s five- 
year economic plan which put 


too much stress on heavy indus- 
tries. 


Mainichi Shimbun called on 
the Ishibashi Cabinet to tackle 
the full employment problem in 
real earnest. In postwar years, 
the nation’s economy created 
800,000 jobs annually. With the 
labor force expected to grow in 
number in the coming 10 years, 
it will be necessary to create. 1,- 
000,000 jobs every and each year 
for the 10-year period. With 
automation expected to be adopt- 
ed in a wider field of industry 
and productivity enhanced, un- 
employment is expected to in- 
crease. Therefore, the Govern- 
ment is urged to deal with the 
employment issue as vigorously 
as possible. In order to attain 
full employment, it will be nec- 
essary for the Government to 
work out a long-range policy, 
the paper said. It added that as 
pointed out by the Economic 
Planning Agency, it will be per- 
tinent to work out a 10-year 
plan to attain full employment. 


L__§§_ Press Comments 


Yomiuri Shimbun took up the 
Ishibashi Cabinet’s economic 
policy. In compiling the budget 
estimates for fiscal 1957-58, the 
paper said stress should be laid 
on slashing taxes in the general 
account budget. At the same 
time, investment from the State 
coffers should be made on a 
priority basis. With the State 
revenue increasing, it will be 
possible for the Cabinet to carry 
out both economic expansion 
and tax cuts. The paper hoped 
that Ishibashi’s “positive” eco- 
nomic policy will turn into 
“laissez-faire” policy. At the 
same time, the paper called on 
the Ishibashi Cabinet to slash 
appropriations as much as pos- 
sible as well as not to cause in- 
flation. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshi- 
ma) hailed President Eisenho- 
wer’s deferment of his decision 
on the U.S. Tariff Commission’s 
advice to raise customs duties 
on velveteen to be imported from 
Japan, Japanese traders were 
determined to act on their own 
in the event Eisenhower approv- 
es the commission’s advice. 
Therefore, the President is con- 
sidered to have acted on the 
basis of “good sense.” Japan’s 
export of velveteen to the U.S. 
is negligible in quantity against 
the total demand in the U.S. for 
the product and is not consider- 
ed to prove a menace to U.S. 
velveteen makers. The paper 
hoped Eisenhower's deferment 
will pave the way for an early 
solution of the issue, 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) hoped President Eisen- 
hower’s postponement of deci- 
sioh on the Tariff Commission’s 
advice calling for an increase 
in customs duties on Japanese 
velveteen will pave the way for 
agreement between Japan and 
the U.S. on restrictions of Japa- 


nese cotton goods export to 
America. The U.S. Government 
should consider the fact that 
Japan is one of the principal 
buyers of American raw cotton, 
Instead of taking into considera- 
tion the interests of U.S. pro- 
ducers alone, the U.S. Govern- 
ment is called on to make con- 
cessions on the issue in order 
to expand trade between the 
two nations, 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun urged 
Prime Minister Ishibashi to ob- 
tain unity within his Cabinet as 
well as the ruling Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party. Without unity in 
the Cabinet and party, it would 
be impossible to implement an 
effective policy. On diplomacy, 
it called on Ishibashi and For- 
eign Minister Nobusuke Kishi to 
cooperate as closely as possible. 
The Cabinet has many vital 
diplomatic problems to solve— 
U.S. restrictions on Japanese 
cotton goods, economic tieups 
with Southeast Asia and trade 
with Communist China. The 
paper further hoped the Cabi- 
net will carry out a drastic tax 
cut as awaited for by the public. 


Sankei-Jiji took up Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Ministry’s estimat- 
ed rice crop of 69 million 
“koku” for the present year 
and said the bumper crop rank- 
ing third in the nation’s his- 
tory was “man-made”. In other 
words, not only favorable wea- 
ther but measures taken for 
soil improvement and better 
rice planting technique result- 
ed in the bumper rice crop, It 
is also possible to point out 
other Government measures in 
the past several years for in- 
creased rice production served 
as well. If measures are con- 
tinued for the improvement of 
soil,.rice species and technique, 
it would not be difficult for the 
nation to become self-sufficient 
in food, it concluded.

although we knew very well 
that there was no safe place 
in all Budapest. 

The hotel entrance hall was 
packed with people, mostly wo- 
men with tiny children. They 
were waiting for an important 
announcement to be made by 
Premier Nagy. It was 5.15. We 
all listened tensely to his drama- 
tic statement, which exposed to 
all the world the depths of the 
Kremlin’s perfidy. Then we 
went. We felt very ashamed 
as we deserted that hotel, leav- 
ing so many helpless ones be- 
hind. I had no more strength 
to bid a last farewell to my 
wounded young friends. 1 was 
in tears. 


' Heartwarming Sight 


We crossed the Ferencz Jozsef 
Bridge at 6.30, just before it was 
closed by a tank unit of the 
Hungarian Regular Army. We 
stopped to make sure that they 
really were Hungarians, for the 
Hungarian Army is equipped 
with Russian-made T54 tanks, 
and its uniform is very similar 
to that of the Soviet Army. 
They were Hungarians all 
right. They had taken up their 
positions covering the bridges 
on the Pest side of the Danube, 
And they were supported by 
truckloads of infantry. It warm- 
ed our hearts to see that the 
Hungarian Army was there to 
fight the Russian invader. 

But a nasty surprise was in 
store. Before we got to the 
British Legation we saw a strong 
formation of Soviet T54s mov- 
ing swiftly towards Parliament 
Square. There was no doubt 
this time about their being 
Russian. Their blind firing, with 
hatches battened down, right 
and left at every building as 
they roared down the avenue 
made this quite clear. They had 
reached the center of the city 
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much earlier than the Hun- 
garians had expected. As I 
heard later in the day, they had 
broken into Budapest through 
the northern suburbs from the 
Vienna road. 


At British Legation 


The British Legation was well 
prepared for this emergency. 
Everybody was carefully check- 
ed at the entrance. Orders were 
given to all newcomers to re- 
port at once on the first floor, 
and there we assembled in 
silence to hear about the plans 
made by the Minister for the 
first six hours. Working teams 
were set up to clear and clean 
the basement at once, 

We were told that the Lega- 
tion building was one of the 
strongest in the city. It used 


- ‘to be the head office of one of 


the big banks, and had a 
strongroom in the basement. It 
was said that nothing but a di- 
rect hit could destroy it. 

We were all to be under- 
ground by 11 o’clock that morn- 
ing because the Soviet comman- 
der in chief had issued an ulti- 
matum: unless the city surren- 
dered by noon it would be 


bombed from the air, 


In the first few hours we 
spoke very little. We did what 
we were told. I could see that 
nobody really cared about his 
own safety. But all the same, 
we sat waiting for zero hour 
wrapped in gloom, doomed to 
helpless inactivity and the free 
play of imagination, while the 
legation building shook to con- 
tinuous heavy gunfire. 


No Air Bombing 


But there was no _ aerial 
bombing, after all And after 
a time we were allowed to 
emerge from the basement and 
go up on to the roof. We were 
also given permission .to tele 
phone our friends in various 
parts of the city. And soon we 
had collected enough informa- 
tion to give us a fairly compre- 
hensive picture of the way in 
which this monstrous battle 
was progressing. 

We heard of the blind shell- 
ing of all houses along the 
boulevards where resistance 
continued, of the bombing of 
strategic points. But it soon be 
came clear that the Russians 
had not been able to dislodge 
the Hungarians from any of 
their strongpoints. And by 
nightfall we were satisfied that 
Budapest was not going to sur- 
render. 

Just before midnight we heard 
the rumbling of heavy Soviet 
tanks, some of them passing 
our building in the direction of 
nearby Andrassy Street. There 
they were concentrating and

making a laager for the night. 
The whole street was floodlit 
to keep snipers at bay. It was 
a fantastic sight. 4 


Fighters Attack 

But the precautions: were in 
vain. The temptation was too 
great. Thousands of freedom 
fighters moved into an, extem- 
porized attack before dawn. The 
attack on the tanks led to one 
of the heaviest battles, I watch- 
ed it from my window. More 
than 30 tanks were destroyed. 
And after that the Soviet tanks 
never stayed in the center of 
the city at night. Every night, 
before midnight, they moved 
out, to come back at dawn. 

That first night we stayed up 
to listen to the pulse of the 
great city. It went on beating, 
but the beat was faint. The 
streets around us were deserted, 
except for the ambulances which 
careened about the city, follow- 
ed by trucks to collect the dead. 

The new day broke to the 
deadly roar of tanks. They 
were coming in much greater 
force than on the day before. 
1 watched them moving up to 
surround the university strong- 
point near the National Mu- 
seum. And each tank was ac- 
companied by a small detach- 
ment of the MVD. Their orders 
were to crush and to extermi- 
nate. 


Hour of Horror 

This was the hour of horror 
and brutality. My window over- 
looked the Karolv Boulevard, 
which led to the avenue where 
the Budapest students had their 
strongpoint. The Soviet tanks 
shelled ever; house in this 
boulevard with total savagery. 
This was the order of the day. 
And reports came in all that 
morning saying that the same 
sort of thing was going on in 
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many other places. 

By evening there was scarce- 
ly a building in the main boule- 
vards of Budapest which had 
not been torn open by Soviet 
Shells. People swarmed to the 
legation all day, hundreds more 
telephoned, imploring the Great 
Powers to intervene. 

“Tell the world what they are 
doing to us!” they cried. And 
we could do nothing. The out- 
side world was busy elsewhere, 
in Suez. We were ashamed, We 
could offer nothing but a pro- 
mise that we would do our best 
to tell the world about these 
horrors, 


Ventured Out 

In spite of the restrictions 
understandably imposed on us 
by the British Minister, we 
managed on the third day to 
get out into the streets. Some 
uf us went as far as the inter- 
section of Terez Boulevard and 

iraly Street, one of the strong- 
points which the Russians had 
been unable to take. There 
were Soviet tanks at every 
corner of the main boulevards; 
but they had now stopped firing. 
Frec*om fighters skirmished 
among them, 

I saw small children standing 
by the tankgyand cursing the 
crews for what they had done. 

“Do you really believe,” one 
little girl was asking, “that you 
- ave come to liberate us from a 

tndful of Fascists?” 

“You unspeakable swine,” an- 
other shouted. “You won't get 
away with tis!” 

It was the first time the com- 
pulsory learning of Russian in 
Hungarian schools had paid a 
The young Hun- 
garians could tell the Russians 
what they thought of them— 
and in their own language.... 
The tank crews themselves 
looked tired. They were dirty 


and bewildered. At first they. 


would try to argue back: but in 
the end they gave up. They 
themselves were hardly more 
than boys, some of them obvi- 
ously of Mongol blood. They 
were shabby in the extreme— 
shabbier than those I met in 
Budapest and Vienna at the end 
of the war. 
End of Fighting 

Dumbly, they put up with be- 
ing spat at and cursed Their 
expressions seemed to say that 
they knew they deserved noth 
ing better. They sat motionless 
by their machine-guns in their 
turrets, but they did not shoot. 
This day marked the end of the 
really heavy fighting in Buda- 
pest. 

But as the hours and the days 
went by I had fewer and fewer 
calls from my newly won young 
friends. I remember so vividly 
their brave and handsome faces 
but there was time to learn the 
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“I'm afraid I'll have to hang 
up, Gwendolyn—father is being 
positively YOUTHFUL about 
waiting for the telephone!” 


names of only a few—and then 
only their Christian names.

As the fighting died down we 
moved out’ of the _ legation 
building, and this gave us 
greater freedom of movement. 
The British Minister, Mr. Fry, 
who acted throughout the battle 
with great courage and wisdom, 
asked us at the very beginning 
not to abuse diplomatic priv- 
ilege, which might imperil a 
great number of Hungarian em- 
ployes at the legation. This 
meant that we could not use the 
legation as an information cen- 
ter. But once we left we could 
do what we liked, and he would 
do all he could to get us out of 
any trouble we might run into. 
He is a fine fellow. 


| City in Ruins 
Now there was time to look 


round and see the worst-hit. 


parts ot the city. It was a 
heartbreaking tour. Most of 
the ‘spectacular damage was 
confined to the main streets and 
boulevards particularly down 
Andrassy Street, and through 
the Terez and Jozsef Boulevards 
to: Ulloi Avenue, with all the 
parallel boulevards leading to 
the Danube bridges. 

This part of Budapest is in 
an appalling state. There is 
hardly a building intact. The 
devastation is worse than in 
Coventry after the heavy bomb- 
ing. And the scene was repeat- 
ed on the main thoroughfare 
on the Buda side, where the 
Margit Boulevard is completely 


wiped out. 

On the other hand, the 
embankment on both sides 
of the Danube had =e suffer- 
ed very little, and most 


of the great public buildings 
have survived. The Parliament 
building escaped without a 
scratch. The National Museum, 
reported burnt out, is in fact 
almost unscathed. The Opera 
House, the National Theater and 
the Comedy Theater are intact. 
The Fischer bastion and the cit- 
adel I saw only from a dis- 
tance; they were still standing 
when | left on Sunday, but tre- 
mendous havoc must have been 
caused night after night by So- 
viet artillery fire in the area 
behind the bastion. 


No Looting 
It was not only the damage [ 
looked at—damage  blessedly 


confined for the most part to 
the main avenues (because So- 
viet tanks will not venture into 
Narrow streets, where they can- 
not turn). I was also looking 
at the spirit of the Hungarian 
people, symbolized in a multi- 
tude of ways. 

There has been a great deal 
of loose talk about raping and 
looting. I should like to testifv 
that the Budapest rising must 
have been the cleanest revolu- 
tion in history.

Pork Chops 


During the past several 
months this column has at- 
tempted to bring to its readers 
a better understanding of la- 
bor’s role in the economic and 
political life of Asia with par- 
ticular emphasis on Japan. In 
the last week of 1956 we will 
attempt to show how the Japa- 
nese movement has progressed 
toward its major goal—more 
“pork chops” (take home pay— 
that tangible item that workers 
the world over look to their 
union to increase). 


Japan has some 32,000 unions 
with an aggregate of over 6,000,- 
000 members of which 2,000,000 
are government workers This 
year a large number of the 4, 
000,000 organized workers in tne 
private industries were able to 
secure wage increases averag- 
ing between 5 and 10 per cent. 
In addition, with the improved 
economic picture, yearend 
bonuses were increased over 
those granted in 1955. A few 
examples of the increase over 
last year: steel ¥15,000; machin- 
ery ¥12,000; shipbuilding “¥¥,- 
000; electrical industry® ¥7,000; 
coal “¥6,000; petroleum ¥2,000. 
Prospects for next year are 
even more encouragirg. These 
increases have been obtained 
with a minimum of work stop- 
page. 

Both Sohyo and Zenro have

To children New Year is the 
dream season of happiness 
when they will be dressed in 
fine clothes, given good things 
to eat and allowed to play with 
new hagoita, kites and tops, 
Impatiently they wait for the 
coming of the New Year. Their 
wishes are expressed in little 
songs which they sing in prayer 
for its early coming. These 
songs, of course, differ accord- 
ing to districts, and in many 
places old songs are no longer 
sung. Yet many of such songs 
are still remembered and sung 
by the children, 

“Oshogatsu-ga gozatta. Doko- 


made gozatta, Kanda made 
gozatta, Nanni notte gozatta. 
Yuzuriha-ni notte gozatta. Yu 


zuri yuzuri gozatta” (New year 
has come, How near has it 
come? To Kanda it’s come. 
What did it ride on to come? 
It came slowly on the teaves 
of the yuzuriha leaves for Néw 
Year decoration), sing the To 
kyo children. 

In many districts the songs 
express their wish for good 
things for New Year. 

“Oshogatsusama dokomade? 
Bandaizan no kage made. Nanio 
miyageni motte kuru? Koppano 
yona mochi motte, yukino yona 
kome motte, sasano yona wo 
motte, yumi-no-ya « koshini- 
sashite, haneo tsukitsuki gozaru” 
(How near has New Year come? 
To the other side of Mt. Bandai, 
What presents does it bring? 
It comes, bringing mochi like 
wood chips, rice white as snow, 
fish like bamboo leaves, arrows 
stuck at its waist and playing 
battledore and _ shuttlecock). 
This is a Fukushima song. 

In Aichi the children sing: 
“Shogatsugatsu dokomade go 
zatta? ™Biwajimabashi made 
gozatta. Ashino urani sato 
tsukete, neiburi neiburi gozatta” 
(How near has New Year come? 
It has comre as far as Biwajima 
bridge, with sugar on the sole 
of its foot, licking it, licking 
4{t.). 


ing notices; “Give to those w Sometimes children wish to 


remain alive!” These were fu 
of 100-forint notes. They were 
unguarded. They were emptied 
periodically by small boys sent 
to collect the contributions. No- 
body else touched them. After 
the battle they were still there. 
In the main streets there were 
nothing but broken shop win- 
dows. After the battle the 
goods were still in the windows, 
untouched, among the broken 
glass. Valuable jewels and 
watches lay there for the tak- 
ing. Nobody took them (and 
here the Russians, too, exercis- 
ed restraint). 
Only Took Food 
The only thing the Freedom 
Fighters took was food, They 
had no food, They entered the 
food shops at night and took 
what they needed. But: they 
made lists of what they had 
taken, and left these lists in the 
shops, together with the money 
which they thought was due. 
One other thing. In all the 
streets were poems. The most 
celebrated Hungarian writers 
had pinned up their tributes on 
broken walls, in their own hand- 
writing. They did this while 
the fighting was going on: short, 
declamatory verses:— 
You are heroes 
But not the heroes of our 
songs of the past 
We have no word for you 
We shall not rest until we 
have found the word. 
Every minute a hero dies 
But every minute a new 
hero is born. 
These verses flutter above the 
graves of the unknown,

Many observers heve been 
critical of the Japanese move.

This kk pert 
ly due to the fact that three 
quarters of Sohyo's membership 
is made up of government work. 
ers who are not allowed te act 
collectively (ie. strike), Ti 
Sohyo leadership, thereforé, has 
attempted to use the Socialict 
Party representation in the Diet 
to fight its battles. 


Here we see a situation which 
is quite remarkable. Since the 
end of World War I! the Jape 
nese trade unions hove enjoved 
the “dues checkof system,” 
whereby the emplover withholds 
the monthly union dues (awee 
age ¥300 per month) from the 
salary of union members em 
ployed and pays this to the 
union direct. This same evetem 
is used in the United States. The 
“checkoff system” also applies 
to Japanese Government work, 
ers unions who are affiliated to 
Sohyo. Since each government 
UnION peye @ percetiiage of Ke 
dues collected to Sohyo, and as 
the Kankoro (Japan Counell of 
Nationa! and Loca] Government 
Workers’) unions in Soh es cen 
not use these funds for strike 
purposes, they go for poultice 
activities.
